The senate today passed the rivers 
and harbors measure, embracing 
waterwavs improvements for every 
section of the nation. No record 
vote was taken. 
The senate approved all additions 


to the house bill proposed by its 
commerce committee. 
The measure goes back to the 


house for, concurrence in these. 
Quick approval is expected 
President Hoover has not made 


known his attitude toward the legis- 
lation. 


$122,000,000 Appropriations. 
Total authorizations for appro- 


priations in the bill are estimated 
at approximately $122,000,000. 


The measure endorses projects 


which ultimately will cost a far 
greater total. When the bill came 
from the house, it was estimated 
that 
authorized 
appropriations 
totaled about $110,000,000. 


Major projects adopted include 


development of a cine foot chan- 
nel in the upper Mississippi river, 
at a final cost of $98,000,000. but 
with only approximately $lg,000,- 
000 madwe available; a six foot 
depth for the Missouri river be- 
tween Kansas City and Sioux City 
at a final cost of $48,000,000, "but 


addition to existing funds; Great 
Lakes improvements with author- 
ization for a $29,000,000 expecdi- 
ture; and a six-foot channel for 
the Tennessee river costing ulti- 
mately $75,000,000, but with about 
$5,000,000 to be made available now. 
Provides Federal Operation. 


The bill provides federal opera- 
tion of two stare waterway projects 
—those of Illinois and New York.

Sandowski's escape was revealed 
early this morning when a guard 
made the rounds of the prison hos- 
pital where Sandowski had man- 
aged to become interned. It seems 
that someone had smuggled rum a 
steel saw with which he cut the 
window bars of his" room, letting 
himself out with a rope of bed- 
clothes. 
Sandowski, who was said by po- 
lice to have stolen hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of >, jew- 
elry in New York, Palm Beach and 
elsewhere, often boasted that Ger- 
man penitentiaries were no cage 
for a man who had escaped from 
Sing Sing prison, New York. In 
February of this year he escaped 
frcr: Tsscl prison by scaling a " " 
wall, but was soon recaptured. 
Besides his escapes here, he is 
said to have broken out of jail at 
Palm Beach and to have 'released 
himself 
from Sing Sing prison 


while serving a seven-year term f or 
burglary.

Search for the maniac slayer who in 
letters to a newspaper has admitted 
the killing of two men in Queens 
and threatened fourteen others, 
turned to Brooklyn tofiay 
after a 
third man had been shot and criti- 
ally wounded. 
Police said the description of the 
assailant of Moms Horwitz, 50, an 
insurance broker, who was shot in 
his automobile early today, tallied 
with the description they have for 
the slayer of Joseph Mozynski and 
Uoel Cowley in Queens. 


Horadtz was shot after a second 
letter 
purporting to have been 
written by the slayer of Mozynski 
and Sowley was delivered at the 
newspaper office. 
It was in the 
same handwriting _as the 
earlier 
communication. 
v 


In the second letter, the writer 
said he had decided to spare six 
persons because a certain document 
had been returned to him and he 
had received $37,000 in blackmail 
money, but that seven others were 
still marked for death unless an- 
other document was forthcoming 
and $39,000 additional blackmail. 


Agrain Uses Symbols. 


The persons mentioned were all 
designated by cabalistic symbols. 
Those to be. spared were listed' as 
W. jR. V-8. College Point; S-12, Col- 
lege Pomt; -K-2, Brooklyn; Z-3, 
designated as tall blonde woman; 
M-6, 
N. Y. C.; XX—, a New York 
detective. 


The list of seven to be killed was 
given as: X-14, X-21, Y-2, L-6, X-7, 
X-l, and V-4. 


"All initials withheld—too much 


of a clue for the super-detectives of 
Bayside," the letter said. 


The letter, which was quite long, 
contained a rambling account of the 
slaying of MozynsM and Sowley.

tigation, is in charge of/ the loop 
office, aided by Patrick Roche, chier 
investigator, and Attorney James 
McShane. legal expert for the Trib- 
une, by whom Lingle was employed 
as a gangland reporter. 


The telephone number of the loop 


office has been made public and 
anyone with valuable information 
for the crime drive may call tne 
special headquarters anonymously.

"Mr. Hayes was co-chairman of the 
program committee, and Wendell 
Groth, field council ^representative 
for the Rocky Mountain region, was 
re-elected to that position following 
the conference.

Williams said that'early yesterday 
he became involved in a fight with 
Lirett and Addison in a resort which 
he said Lirett operated as a speak- 
easy. He asserted that the dispute 
was resumed when the three met on 
Canal street, and that Lirett at- 
, tacked him with a knife. It was 
then, he said, that he drew his re- 
volver and fiied. 
Lirett, however, told police that 
the first altercation occurred when 
Williams tried to hold up his drink 
establishment, and the same state- 
ment was made by the negro. 
Williams made a report of the 
"phooting to Prohibition Administra- 
' ior O. D. Jackson. 
Lirett's resort, in which the first 
fluarrel occurred was raided yester- 
day by police, and a quantity of 
liquor seized.

REED ANSWERS 
TREATY ATTACK 


Pennsylvanian Defends 


Naval Pact Against 
Johnson's Criticism. 


WASHINGTON, June 


Replying to 
Senator 
Johnson's 


criticism 
of the 
London naval 
treaty, Senator Reed- of Pennsyl- 
vania, who participated in its foun- 
dation, last night praised the pact 
and urged its ratification. 
He spoke by radio in answer to 
an address similarly delivered by 
Johnson the night before. Much of 
his comment was directed at the 
lemarks of the latter. 
The treaty, Reed said, "removes 
competition in naval construction 
among the three leading powers in 
the world," gives "three countries 
a holiday from battleship building 
during the next seven years a"nd 
saves the taxpayers of the United 
States an outlay of $400,000,000 on 
replacement of battleships alone." 
Promotes Friendship. 


Continuing, he said: 
"It allows the peoples of these 
three great nations to rest secure 
in knowledge that no one of the 
three can be .attacked in its Home 
waters by any nation on earth. It 
makes plain to all the world that 
none of the three countries is de- 
signing war upon either of the oth- 
ers. It promotes to an important 
degree the international friendship 
that we all desire." 


He went on to say the pact was 
opposed by the big navy spokesmen 
of each of tile three countries and 
the same things said by Senator 
Johnson are being expressed in 
London and Tokyo. He expressed 
confidence "that common sense will 
prevail and the treaty be ratified." 


He criticised Johnson's statement 
that the treaty forces us to build the 
sort of ships Great Britain wants 
us to build and not the kind Am- 
erica wants, leaving Great Britain 
free to build the type of vessels she 
most desires. 
This, Reed said, is 
hard to prove.

Lincoln Is becoming 
nationally 


known as an aviation center partly 
because of the activities of the Lin- 
coln Flytag and Airplane school, 
which holds the highest rating 
given by the government. During 
the past year, 365 men from thirty- 
five states and five foreign coun- 
tries have enrolled there for train- 
ing. 


The Lincoln school has been li- 


censed by the department of com- 
merce as a transport, limited com- 
mercial, and private flying school,' 
and is one of the few in the country 
to achieve that distinction. It offers 
three classes of pilots' licenses, one 
in each of the divisions in which it 
is licensed.

One of these must 
be a cabin plane with at least four 
passenger capacity. A transport 
pilot must have at least 200 hours 
of flying time before he receives his 
license..

A TROUBLE MAKER. 


.Before President Hoover finishes his term of office 


he will find one of the two men who contributed 
very largely to the smashing republican triumph in 
1928 may prove the uridoing of the administration. 


Senator Borah of Idaho is a trouble maker. He 


lacks consistency. He is whimsically changeable and 
erratic. In recent years he has found it impossible to 
steer a course for longer than six months at a time. 
He blows hot and cold; not In the sense that he is 
an opportunist, for more frequently Borah Is found 
pleading an unpopular cause. It is to be greatly re- 
gretted that an 'otherwise able and .brilliant legisla- 
tor should lack the qualities of stability and devo- 
tion'which could easily lift him Into the-front rank 
of political leaders in the United States. He has 
Justly earned the dubious distinction of being the 
'lone wolf" of the senate because he veers so rapidly 
and so frequently that no one short of an acrobat 
could keep step with him. 


Now Senator Borah is at Mr. Hoover's heels with 


the most menacing challenge which confronts the 
president. Taking the chief executive at his word 
that most of the inequities and abuses which crept 
into the Hawley-Smoot tariff law could" be elim- 
inated through exercise of the flexible provision of 
the measure, Borah, in effect, says to the president: 


FOPPISH DEGREES. 


The quiet dignity and reserved charm of Mrs. 


Coolidge was unquestionably an asset to the main- 
taining of tbe mysterious hold her husband had on 
the American public. Her popularity has not" dimin- 
ished since the retirement of the taciturn leader from 
public life. It is not a popularity of an evanescent 
and excitable mob spirit but the wholesome regard 
for a wholesome and admirable figure who played 
her own role capably during the period in which her 
husband faced one of the hardest tasks to which 
any man can be called. 


It is with a feeling of dissatisfaction, however, that 


attention falls on the news that the University of 
Vermont conferred upon her the degree of doctor of 
laws. Such a statement does not imply the least re- 
flection upon the honored position Mrs. Coolidge lias 
held in the public regard. It does reflect criticism of 
what Is rapidly becoming a common tendency of 
American educational' institutions, .the awarding of 
honorary degrees without connection with achieve- 
ments of the honored. It would have been most fit- 
ting for the Vermont school to honor the wife of the 
former president. Why the honor should be in law 
must remain a mystery. She Is not a lawyer. Her 
achievements have not been in that field. It Is true 
that her achievements are not such as readily adapt 
themselves to purely academic recognition but a more 
suitable degree could have been chosen. 


The regrettable thing is that this tendency is wide- 


spread throughout the educational institutions of the 
land. Awarding of honorary degrees to men without 
distinction In the field the degree represents, makes 
a hideous botch of academic honors. An honorary 
degree should be a significant honor for noteworthy 
public service or valuable contributions to civiliza- 
tion. Tbe honor attaching to such degrees threatens 
to be dissipated as a result of careless conferring of 
such honors.

president begin with the duty on cement. It must'be 
admitted that Senator Borah's doubts have substan- 
tial foundation. Since the creation of the tariff com- 
mission, and the authority conferred upon the presi- 
dent, through the elastic provision, to change duties, 
there have been but thirty-seven changes made. 
Since Mr. Hoover has been president, or over a pe- 
riod of eighteen months, there have been but three 
changes and in each case it was a matter of an 
Increase. 


Perhaps the president wfll have the courage to do 


what a congress, dominated by selfish interests, 
would not do. Perhaps Mr. Hoover, remaining silent 
throughout the protracted fight in congress over the 
tariff, while logrolling was being resorted to in order 
to patch up some sort of a bill, will muster sufficient 
spunk to swing a big stick. The point is that Senator 
Borah has just informed Mr. Hoover it Is time to 
show something. In his statement announcing he 
would sign the bill the president said its faults could 
be corrected. "All right," the irritating Idahoan re- 
plies, "I'm here to be convinced." 


Only a little over eighteen months ago Senator 


B-frah had completed an extensive tour of the United 
States in behalf of Mr. Hoover. With the sole excep- 
tion of Charles Evans Hughes no one was more con- 
vincingly eloquent in Mr. Hoover's behalf. Through- 
out the Central West Senator Borah pleaded with the 
farmers to elect Mr. Hoover to insure a continuance 
of wise and efficient handling of national affairs. 
The senator will understand, to be sure, if some of 
those who heard him a few months ago are puzzled 
by his attitude today. But they must remember that 
Borah Is Borah and his inability to remain constant 
to leaders and Issues has been notorious. 


The tariff which has just become a law is a vicious 


measure. It should have been defeated In congress, 
and failing there, it should have been vetoed by Mr. 
Hoover. The latter is guilty of indulging in hooey 
when he speaks of correcting the law's faults through 
exercise of flexible provision. If Mr. Hoover started 
in tomorrow and worked ten hours a day for the 
remainder of his term he could not iron out an of 
the evils of the Hawley-Smoot law. But Senator 
Borah's sudden shift should not fool anyone. 


A TAX UPON PROGRESS. 


The demand of Senator Borah for an inquiry to 


determine whether it costs nix cents per hundred 
pounds .more to manufacture cement in the United 
States than it does to produce that material abroad, 
should be backed by every person who is interested 
in construction in any part of this country, and by 
aQ who desire an end to the present unemployment 
situation. For it is self-evident that the higher the 
cost of materials the less the amount of work that 
can be done and the fewer the number of men that 
can be employed. 


There is not a section of the United States that 


is not interested in construction of some kind, and 
there Is very little that can be done along that line 
without the use of cement. This is especially true of 
highway building, which is occupying attention in 
every state in the union at this time, and will be 
for many years to come. To increase the price of 
cement to the extent of six cents per hundred wounds 
means that there must be a reduction in the num- 
ber of miles of roads to be hard surfaced, and that 
in tbe end those who pay for the roads most add 
the difference to their tax bills. 


In a recent speech in the senate Mr. Borah esti-

England keeps Its ablest leaders in political affairs 


from Its major parties in its legislative halls. It has 
them in position to take over the administrative 
affairs as the tide of public decision turns from one 
policy to another. ^A. sweeping landslide of popular 
approval or disapproval of certain policies does not 
carry major leaders out of the political arena. 


By contrast, the United States has no way of re- 


taining its able leaders in active participation in the 
political affairs of the nation. If unpopular measures 
remove them from office, their active service is term- 
inated, no matter how valuable their experience and 
training in public life. This country has no medium 
for keeping the real leaders of the opposition in posi- 
tion to aid in the development of sound govern- 
mental policies. 


There are few today who would care to attempt 


to transplant the English political system to this 
country with its heterogeneous population and its 
vastly different traditions despite the long-continued 
popularity of academic debates on the subject. It is 
an unfortunate situation, however, that this country 
has no way of keeping its abler public servants- In 
positions where they can wield their proper influence 
as has been the case In England with Lloyd George 
and others.

ANSWER. 


Have a conference with your hus- 
band, and let him clearly under- 
stand that all fishing is off -ontil 
he reforms. Do not blink the 5'acts 
nor yet exaggerate them. Taken as 
you state them, they are bad 
enough. On no account allowiifaim 
to touch your eldest 
daughter's 
money. If necessary, arrange with 
her-employer to pay it to you di- 
rectly. 
Should 
friend 
husband 
squirm, consult a lawyer and force 
the issue. 
You can compel this unworthy 
and selfish fellow to respect your 
decision. The law has tentacles to 
lay hold on him and iie will find, 
if recalcitrant, that a court of jus- 
tice is not a pleasant place-for him. 
You nave much to gain and little 
enough to lose by the course I sug- 
gest. Its postponement can only 
end in further misery. .Face him 
with the alternatives of either end- 
ing his financial and sex debauch- 
eries or accepting entire separation 
from you and the children.

QUESTION. 


Pittsburgh, 


I have often. admired tbe c£lm 


•well-poised manner, even under tbe 
most trying- circumstances, of the 
cultured Oriental. What philosophy 
or training permits them to accept 
uncomplainingly and pven" unemo- 
tionally the saddest, tragedies of 
life? Being an average American, 
ill-poised under difficulties, queru- 
lous' and 
visibly emotional. I 
should like to know the means 
.whereby that enviable stoicism of 
the Oriental may be acquired. Per- 
hapc you do not think this stoicism 
a desirable acquisition. If not, why 
not? 


ANSWER. 


The Oriental philosophy of fa- 
talism is characteristics lly pessi- 
mistic. It does not instill the brave 
acceptance of life so much as it 
pleads for its extinction as a griev- 
ous burden. If you carefully com- 
pare the east and the west you 
may discover that their respective 
peoples do not support your con- 
clusion. 


Are you quite sure that the 
"average American" is the back- 
boneless creature you describe? Of 
course we have to carry the usual 
fringe of weeping and wailing over 
the inevitable. Nevertheless, Chi- 
cagoans hung out business 
signs 
over the smoking ruins of their city 
and bravely went forward aftpr the 
great- fire which well nigh wiped 
then-, out. In this they represent- 
ed their fellow, citizens elsewhere 
when confronted by apparently ir- 
remediable disasters. 
I admit that Chinese, Japanese 
and Hindu peoples have 
greatly 


profited by the spiritual teachings 
of their several religions. 
These 
cultivate a sense -of inward values 
which has succored their devotees 
when surrounded by outward evils. 
Yet the same fortitude of soul is 
common in 'the west, and clergy- 
men, doctors and social workers 
witness it daily in their work. 


You ask me whether or not I ad- 
mire stoicism. I admire anything 
from any source which contributes 
to a man's development of soul and 
imparts a fine discrimination to his 
mental perceptions. But I question 
if pure stoicism invariably achieves 
these ends. When it freezes the 
heart the calm it induces is neith- 
er healthy nor permanent. Undue 
repression often produces a volcan- 
ic explosion, or why the fanatical 
outbreaks of eastern crowds? 
Doubtless we can learn useful les- 
sons from our Oriental brethren. 
Yet upon reflection would you pre- 
fer their .civilization, jts stagnancy 
and immobility included, "to the 
emotional stir and 
buoy&ncy of 
America's optimistic millions?

QUESTION. 


.."Dear Doctor: My question is on 
marking my unborn babe. I read * 
book which told of a mother who 
frequently saw a picture of a bear 
while she was .pregnant, and. her 
babv was born with lots of hair on 
his'body, and claws like a bear. I 
keep thinking that perhaps my baby 
will be the same. Please tell me if 
this is true, as X an so worried. 
"MRS. S." 


ANSWER. 
This is one of several letters on 
the subject of "marking" babies, and 
my answer wfll do for all of them. 
First, I will say, stop your worrying, 
Mrs. 
S. 
There is no direct nerve or blood 
connection between the babe in 
utero and the mother. All such 
stories of marking by gruesome and 
dissgreeable sights, frights and 
scales, eta, are coincidences. If 
suc& markings were true, there 
never -would be a baby bom with- 
out a birthmark of some sort. 
And just as you cannot •'mark" 
babies for harm, you "cannot mark 
them advantageously, either, such as 
by studying art or music to make 
the baby an artist or musician, be- 
ing around beautiful things to make 
him beautiful, etc. What character- 
istics the child wfll have are deter- 
mined at the first union of the 
germ cells, right from the start, by 
the inheritance factors that have 
been contributed from the mother's 
and father's side. 
Whatever influence the mothers 
emotional life has on the baby is 
that from the nutritional stand- 
point II she is upset emotionally, 
joonstantly, it is hfehly probable 
that she -won't be well nourished, 
cither. Then, if the woman wbn is 
not normally emotionally stable, 
schools herself to become more 
stable for the nine months she is 
carrying: her baby, she may estab- 
lish a habit which may *e lasting, 
so she will be a fitter mother and 
Srcide her child bettter. In that way 
naturally she wall affect his physi- 
cal and "emotional life, for the bet- 
ter.Of <x Tcsa. we know that some 
babies do have WriinnarSs. Just 


what causes them Is not known, any 
{more than it is known what causes 
the deformities of plants and other 
animals besides man. There may be 
some mechanical factor, such as in- 
flammatio nor growth, ro some 
grave nutritional disturbance or ac- 
cident, etc.. that actually injures 
the uterus or the baby.

Explains Opposition. 
LINCOLN, Neb., June 18. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
Will you publish the following letter 
which I received from Senator 
Norris: 
WASHINGTON, D. O, May 15. 


Mr. F. A. Good, 2965 P street, 


Lincoln, Neb. 


My dear Mr. Good: I wish to 
thank you very sincerely for your 
action in relation to the clipping 
which you have enclosed with your 
etter of May twelfth. 


The truth is if those who criti- 
cize me because I opposed President 
Hoover in matters coming before 
-the senate would look into the rec- 
ord, they would find that my oppo- 
sition in appointments, for instance, 
has not been so universal as they 
would have people believe. With the 
exception 
of 
postmasters, more 
presidential nominations come to 
the judiciary committee than to any 
other committee of tbe senate. All 
these come under my, supervision. 
I appoint the sub-coflunittee in all 
cases where sub-committees are ap- 
pointed and much of the corres- 
pondence, and 
objections 
pass 
through my hands as chairman of 
the committee, I believe even my 
political enemies in the senate will 
say that in tbe appointment of sub- 
committees I have never shown any 
prejudice or unfairness to the ad- 
ministration. I know that I have 
tried to perform this act the same 
as I would if I were a Judge sitting 
on the bench In the trial of a law 
suit. 
Most of these nominations, of 
course, are approved b? the com- 
mittee THt records wOl show that 
in some hotly contested cases I have 
stood by the administration. My 
enemies never jiention -this. As a 
matter of fact I think I do not ex- 
aggerate when I say that In many 
cases, <wmc of them of considerable 
Importance, I could have changed 
the scale the other way, had I seen 
fit to be as narrow-minded as my 
enemies say I am in my opposition 
to President Hoover. In every case, 
I have done the best I could to fol- 
low jny conscientious convictions as 
to what was my duty. 
In the several bills recommended 


bv 15 e administration that we have 
recently passed, I likewise appointed 
the jrufe-commiltees and I presided I 
at the meetings of thp fal' commit- i 
tee when the fenwts were made. We ' 
have Just passed 
the so- ailed 
"transfer" bill, transferring 
the 
bureau of prohibition from 
the 
treasury department to the depart- 
ment of justice. There was ample 
opportunity, af I had wanted to be 
at all technical or if I had held any i 
feehng of animosity toward the *d~ i 


ministration, to have made a great 
deal of trouble on this bill in par- 
ticular. With most of the members 
of the committee, I recommended 
the passage of these bills in ac- 
cordance with»the attorney gener- 
al's request. 


I was on the committee during 
the Wilson administration, when 
the original Volstead act was before 
the committee. I was on the sub- 
committee which handled it. 
At 
that time I favored putting the en- 
forcement provisions of the bill un- 
der the juristdiction of the depart- 
ment of justice, but reluctantly 
yielded my judgment, mainly be- 
cause the administrative officials 
who would have the enforcement 
of-the law in their hands appeared 
before the sub-committee and asked 
that this matter be put under the 
jurisdiction of the treasury depart- 
ment. Likewise when President 
Hoover's attorney general appeared 
and asked that the matter be trans- 
ferred to the department of justice, 
the president himself having made 
such a recommendation, I again f c-1 
lowed their 
judgment because : 
wanted, as nearly as I possibly 
could to give the enforcement of- 
ficials the authority they desired 
and then hold them responsible for 
their acts. I have acted in good 
faith, although my enemies are not 
giving me credit for it. 


I feel every day more and more 
vindicated for my course in oppos- 
ing the .election of Mr. Hoover, 
which I did mainly because of his 
attitude on power and agriculture. 
Without charging any bad faith to 
him, 
I think I can truthfully say 
that he has done exactly what I 
prophesied he would do and it is 
now his influence which is blocking, 
for instance, the Muscle Shoals leg- 
islation. The senate passed almost 
word for word the bill which was 
passed by the last congress. This 
legislation should have met with 
the approval of the house because, 
with the exception of the new mem- 
bers, nearly all of the membership 
of. the house had voted for this bill 
at the "time it was passed with a 
very large majority In the seven- 
tieth congress. Yet when they are 
presented with practically the same 
identical bill, the three or four lead- 
ers who represent the administra- 
tion succeed -in having the commit- 
tee report out a bill which sets 
aside and cancels every provision of 
the senate resolution, which, as I 
say. the house had in effect fav- 
oved in tbe preceding" congress. 
There is no doubt whatever but 
what this was done to .please Pres- 
ident Hoover. One member of the 


committee has personally told 
that this was his understanding al 
that he received it from the repul 
lican leaders of the house. PresideJ 
Hoover does not want the se 
bill, but he does not want to 
the responsibility of vetoing it. _ 
not believe he would veto it if tl 
house would pass it. 
1 
I am writing much more at lengl 
than I had anticipated because, 
the heavy demands which are bel 
made upon me, and I want to clj 
by thanking you again for - 
thoughtfulness in this matter.

THE TREASURE AT HELL GATE 


Hell Gate Is the passage connect- 
ing Long Island Sound with the 
East river, at New York City. It 
has been, for centuries, one of the 
most dangerous obstacles to naviga- 
tion at any poiut affecting a large 
volume of commerce'. Many millions 
of dollars have been spent in re- 
moving the most dangerous, of the 
rocks that made passage of Hell 
Gate perilous, and today the con- 
nection between the Sound and the 
JSast river is safe enough for most 
shipping. There is seldom a serious 
wreck there any more. 


During the last two or three 


years great progress has been made 
in clearing up the dangerous reefs 
of Hell Gate. Tons of high explo- 
sives have been used. The work is 
still going forward, and probably 
will be continued for at least an- 
other century. Because the United 
States navy is vitally interested in 
this improvement, money will not 
be spared in making Hell Gate safe 
for fighting ships. The Brooklyn 
Navy yard wants the passage out 
into the -Sound made less >of a risk 
for night navigation as well as for 
use in daylight. In case of war, the 
passage might be urgently needed 
for passage of defending ships in 
both directions, for going down the 
East river from Hell Gate one comes 
directly into New York harbor 
under the Brooklyn bridge and other 
East river spans. 


Nobody, knows how many ships 
have been lost at and near Hell 
Gate. Nobody has ever kept track 
of the human lives lost there. 


It is not merely that the rocks 
are jagged, the water shoal and the 
passage crooked. In- calm water, 
such difficulties 
could be sur- 
mounted by careful navigation. 


But Hell Gate has dangerous cur- 
rents. Tides come in through. Long 
Island sound, and tides come up 
the East river from New York har- 
bor. Because of the unequal ob- 
structions to the progress of these 
tides, the ebb and flow from the 
river conflict with the flow and ebb 
from the Sound, creating swirls and 
currents among the rocks and -1s- 


- lands of Hell Gate that are almost 
impossible to -calculate, and are ex- 
tremely dangerous to navigation. A 
big ship may "be suddenly whirled 
half way around by one of these 
strong swirls, and a small boat may 
be dashed like a chip against a 
jutting rock with such force that it 
will sink the moment it is freed 
fsom the projection. 


In 1780, Hell Gate was incalcul- 
ably worse than it has been '-within 
the memory of living men. - Dur- 
ing the American Revolution re- 
ports of shipping indicated that one 
vessel out of every twenty-five pass- 
ing through Hell Gate was sunk or 
badly injured. 
-

So His Brittanic Majesty's first 
class frigate, Hussar,"attempting to 
get through Hell. Gate some time 
in September, 1780, struck Pot Rock, 
one of the most dangerous of all 
the Hell Gate obstructions, and 
presently went down by'the head 
in about sixty feet of water. 


The Hussar was a new frigate, 
carrying 28 guns. She--had sailed 
from England, according to infor- 
mation that had been verified by 
many investigators, with money to 
pay Burgoyne's troops, who were 
still hopeful of putting down the 
rebellion of the American colonists 
when the Hussar sailed on her mis- 
sion. 


The frigate stopped at New York 


on September Z3. Within a few days 
she had orders to sail up into the 
sound and join Arbuthnot in Gard- 
ner's Bay, Connecticut. She didn't 
get far in obeying this 'order. The 
best information obtainable indi- 
cates that she was afloat only a 
short time after getting off the rock, 
but proceeded past the present loca- 
tion of Hell Gate Bridge, probably 
In an effort to find a beach on 
•which to run ashore. 
Opposite 
Port Morris, she sank. 


It is probable that the frigate was 
being towed through the intricate 
channel by rowboats -when she 
struck the rock. It was customary 
in those days, before thexsteam tug 
had made its bustling appearance, 
to .give such aid to large sailing 
chips •when proceeding through 
dangerous waters where shoals -were 
at hand. But the swirls 'of Hell 
Gate probabl? proved altogether too 
great a force for the towers, and the 
Hussar isust liavc -wliiricd about, 
striking her hull and wounding 
herself grievously. 


There is some doubt about the 
loss of life. The New York Gazette, 
tinder date of December 9.1780, savs 
there was a great loss, only- a lew 
of the cre~ escaping. Later ac- 
count said only one man of the 
crew was drowned. It is difficult 
to verify such statements. News- 
papers in those days •were content 
to print such important stories 
three months after the occurrence 
of the disaster, and of course ttey 
•were not too particular about de- 
tafls. 


As to the amount of money car- 


Tied aboard the Hussar, there has 
beeii a great deal of controversy.1 


Contemporary publications 
repre- 


sented that the gold and silver coin 
carried for the British paymaster 
was not less than $1,800,000. The 
estimate of money in the hold or in 
the captain's,, cabin ranges from 
nothing up to five million dollars. 


There is no doubt that the Eussar 
carried a light cargo, such as might 
have been' used for ballast, to cover 
up any treasure that had to be de- 
livered on this side of the ocean. It 
was customary to hide considerable 
sums in or under such rough cargo, 
or to-put the money under the floor 
of the Captain's cabin or between 
walls somewhere in the ship, with 
cargo obstructing access to the 
loosened planks. 


'British Admiralty office records 
contain a paper written by Fletcher 
Betts, an officer of the -Hussar, stat- 
ing that twenty thousand pounds in 
gold were in the vessel before its 
arrival at New York, according to 
some researchers who have investi- 
gated the story of the Hussar. 
There was another ship, the Mer- 
cury, which sailed from England 
about the 'same time as the sailing 
of the Hussar, and some accounts 
have it that the treasure of the 
Mercury was transferred 
to the 
Hussar at sea, because it was known 
to the Americans that the-Mercury 
™ss carrying treasure, and the 
Americans might .send out fighting 
ships to capture it. 


According to accounts published 
.In American newspapers at the'time 
of the disaster, there were twenty 
American- prisoners in chains in 
the hold of the Hussar. These poor 
fellows had no chance to save 
themselves, and when the frigate 
"began to founder, they . were the 
first ones drowned. The English 
seamen had all they could do to 
try to save themselves, and they 
did not worry about the prisoners. 
Several attempts to raise the 


treasure- of the Hussar have been 
made since 1780. Some little sal- 
vage has been brought up. But 
most of the' salvage efforts have 
been balked by the currents and 
lack of funds. 
In 1811 an extensive 
salvage 
operation was undertaken. The 
promoters of the enterprise investi- 
gated the story of the Hussar and 
were satisfied, 
from records and 


contemporary accounts that bad 
been preserved, that there -was a 
great deal of maney in the old bulk. 
They set out too get the money. 


A diving bell was used. The divers 


working with this contrivance were 
not able to step out from under the 
bell, which protected them from the 
pressure of the water. But they 
located the wreck, and worked with 
tongs and hooks on the ends of long 
poles. Hacking and prying with 
these crude implements, the work- 
ers managed to bring to the sur- 
face the shin's rudder, some of the 
copper sheathing, and timbers. But 
to get inside the hull and bring out 
the gold was impossible with such 
methods. 


In 1818 another effort was made. 
This time the adventures tried to 
get the diving bell right over the 
hull of the ship, and to get work- 
ers to tear the vessel down from

•She-went down by the head. 


the upper side, gradually working 
into the hull until the treasure 
should be reached; The effort was 
a. failure. 
In 1823 a Samuel Davis invented 


a salvage apparatus especially for 
dealing with the Hussar hulk. It 
was in the nature of gigantic tongs, 
to be worked from the surface and 
to lift large portions of the wreck 
right out of the water. This under- 
taking started off with much opti- 
mistic enthusiasm, but "failed, as the 
others had failed. It was, of course, 
as we know in the light of later sci- 
entific development in the field,of 
salvage engineering, d hopeless task, 


Davis managed to engage the 
stern of the Hussar with his big ice 
tongs. The winches slowly wound 
up the cable, and the stern rose 
out of the -water. There was wild 
excitement to the camp, of- tne 
salvors. "They had "the treasure of 
Hell Gate within -their grasp, liter- 
ally speaking. 


The stem arose higher and higher, 
until forty feet of it stood starkly 
above the surface of the East river, 
'after lying on the bottom for nearly 
hah* a century. But the tide was 
straining at the slowly rising wreck- 
age, trying to tear.it from the me- 
chanical jaws so cleverly designed 
to hold it. Fifty years had rotted 
the timbers somewhat. Of a sudden 
the oaken planks cracked with a 
loud report, and only" a small part 
of the stern of His Majesty's treas- 
ure ship remained in the grip of the 
steel jaws of the machine. 
The hull of the poor old frigate 


sank rapidly back to the ooze from 
which it had been drawn. There it 
presumably rests today. 


About thirty years ago another ef- 
fort was made, with divers, to get 
at the treasure of the Hussar. Again 
the wreck was located, and during 
several weeks the work went on. 
But, divers could not stay down 
long, and there was much work io 
be done. Planks were ripped off 
the hull, and canes made from these 
planks were distributed among the 
engineers and financiers' who made: 
the undertaking possible, but canes 
were all the investors ever got for 
their money. The salvage, effort 
was given, up when funds ran 
short. 
"

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The next big attempt to raise the 
treasure of the Hussar is to be made 
this summer by Simon Lake, of 
Milford, Conn. Mr. Lake is the in- 
ventor of the even keel submarine, 
and has had much experience in 
submarine salvage work. He has 
the only privately owned submarine 
boat in toe world. When Simon 
Lake goes out for a cruise, he goes 
on the bottom of the sea, in his own 
yacht.'. 


Lake several years ago Invented 
and built an apparatus for salvag- 
ing wrecks and cargoes from sunken 
ships. The apparatus has worked. 
With it Lake has gone out and sal- 
vaged cargoes from about seventy 
wrecks in the Immediate vicinity of 
Bridgeport, where his submarine 
boat factory is situated. 


The. heart of the apparatus is a 


long steel casing, or pipe, which is 
let down from a barge or ship on 
the surface of the water. The tube 
will reach easily, in a slanting posi- 
tion to the bottom of the sound, 
where the wreck of the Hussar lies. 
Workers climb down a ladder from 
the deck of the ship to the bottom 
of the tube, which rests on the 
floor of the sea, very close to the 
wreck. Two or three workers caa 
occupy the chamber at the bot- 
tom of the tube, without any div- 
ing dress and without any differ- 
ence in air pressure from that ex- 
isting at the surface. 


There are searchlights in the 


chamber, and large windows. The 
wreck is lighted up. With a sig-. 
nailing system, those at the bottom 
of the tube communicate with work- 
ers operating a derrick, dredge or 
other hoisting apparatus on another 
vessel at the surface. The opera- 
tion of the crane or dredge is di- 
rected very minutely, and when 
there is work to be done on the 
wreck, such as prying loose planks 
or fastening boxes of treasure to the 
cables, the workers don diving suits, 
and walk out upon the ocean floor. 
This is made possible by an air 
lock in the submarine chamber at 
the extremity of 'the tube. 


Maybe we'll find out this summer 


whether there is gold in the Hua- 
sar, and whether there are skeletons 
of American soldiers or sailors 
there in chains.

From Princess to Peddler 


Luisa of Tuscany and the Career Which Carried 


Her From the Throne of Saxony To Selling 


Laces In the Streets.

BRUSSELS, June 20—Once cele- 


brated as European royalty's most 
temperamental beauty, Luisa An- 
toinette 
of Tuscany, uncrowned 


queen of Saxony, now 60 years old, 
is eking, out a miserable existence 
here tutoring, children and ped- 
dling laces from" door to door. 


Luisa, who once threw away the 


opportunity to become a queen, by 
eloping with her children's tutor, is 
said to be writing the story of her 
madcap experiences which aston- 
ished the world decades ago. 


When her husband, the crown 


prince, divorced her, Luisa quickly 
tired of her tutor and married 
Signer Enrico Tosseli, a famous 
Italian composer and musician of 
that day. 


Rumor said that Luisa 
chose 


Tosseli as a husband because she 
had found the decorous court life 
In Saxony unbearable and wanted 
to live among the Bohemian folk of 
the operatic world. . 


For a time she and Tosseli en- 


joyed an ideally happy life. Though 
ignored by all her former friends 
and cut off by her family, Luisa 
was content with her new husband 
and the child which blessed their 
union. 
i 


But after a few years Tosseli re- 


fused to work, preferring to live on 


his wife's income. They separated 
and the child was given to its ma- 
ternal grandparents for rearing. 


For a long time Luisa disap- 


peared, but in 1911 a book written 
by her and telling many secrets 
about her life as a grand duchess 
and crown princess created a furore 
in royal circles. 
Her husband, then king of Sax- 


ony, was so exasperated that he 
sought to have her restrained. Dur- 
ing the war when the Germans 
took possession of Bc'gium, Luisa 
complained that her Teuton ene- 
emies were persecuting her. 


Unlike her Belgian neighbors, 


she was not even allowed to leave 
the narrow confines of the Brus- 
sels suburb in which she lived. The 
German authorities feared, it was 
said, that she would make further 
unpleasant revelations about Sax- 
on court life if permitted greater 
liberty. 


In 1924 the world was once more 


reminded of Louise's tempestuous 
career when her 31-year-old son, 
Prince 
George of Saxony, 
an- 


nounced that he was retiring for 
life to the ancient abbey of Treb- 
nitz in order to atone for his moth- 
er's escapades. 


The ex-crown princess, now a 


peddler and humble tutor, appears 
to be paying for her indiscretions 
on her own account.

CLAIM GRADING 


DAMAGED LOTS 


Owners of Belmont Pro- 


perty Protest Against 


Assessments. 


The city council was sitting Fri- 


day morning as a board of equal- 
ization hearing the protests of Bel- 
mont property owners against as- 
sessments made in connection with 
grading the streets between Eleventh 
and Fourteenth and Belmont and 
Knox. Virtually every owner in the 
district is protesting. 
They claim 
that the 
grading damaged their 


property and are asking that the 
assessments be cancelled or materl 
ially reduced. 
Ralph and Ted C W. Mosley were 


the first witnesses. Their testimony 
was substantially the 
same, 
and 


other witnesses corroborated their 
statements. There was a difference, 
however, as to whether there was 
any general benefit as a result of 
the grading. Some of the witnesses 
declared there has been, 
while 
others were of the opposite opinion. 
Ralph Moseley said there was no 
general benefit, but Ted C. Moseley 
asserted there has been. 


All were agreed that 
property 


values have materially decreased 
since the work was done. Lots that 
were said ot be worth $300 before 
the street were graded are now only 
valued at $100, Ralph Moseley testi- 
fied. Others that were said to be 
worth $75 are now worth no more 
than $25 to $50. A number of those 
who followed Mr. Moseley declared 
that property they valued at $200 
is now only worth $60 per lot, one 
witness declaring that he will sell 
six lots he owns for $15 each, plus 
the damage to his home property 
which he estimated at $1,600.

The Union station concourse was 
thronged by cheering admirers as 
he and Mrs. Bvrd and his mother 
Mrs, Eleanor Boiling Byrd,' walked 
through to the sunlit plaza.

C. Petrus Peterson, speaker Fri- 


day at hte noon luncheon of the 
Kiwanis club -at the chamber of 
commerce, bitterly criticised mem- 
bers of the United States senate 
who openly assail nominations of 
the president for seats on the United 
States Supreme court. He was 
speaking* on "The United States 
Supreme Court." His criticism,-Mr. 
Peterson explained, was inspired by 
his having been in the chamber of 
the national senate when Charles E. 
Hughes was being discussed follow- 
ing his appointment. 


A great man and a great name 
should never be dragged into the 
mire on" the basis of political ex- 
pediency, Mr. Peterson declared, on 
the suggestion that he cannot Se 
trusted and is corrupt and amena- 
ble to the dictates of big business. 
To read into the records ofcthe sen- 
ate statements that the average 
American ought not to have confi- 
dence in the Supreme court is a 
disservice to the country. Such 
things only serve as food for soap 
box orators, and should not be 
tolerated. 
/ 


Giving to the United States its 
Supreme court was one of the out- 
standing contributions to the sci- 
ence of government, Mr. Peterson 
said;-in his discussion of tbe^court 
itself. 
It was a new harmony in 


government, a limitation to the 
power of government that had pre- 
vailed for centuries, he declared. 
In telling of his experiences and 
impressions while aopearina: before 
the court, Mr. Peterson said: "It- 
is worth anyone's time to attend : 
an opening of the court." which he 
described.

HOYLAKE, Eng./June 20 — Bobby Jones reached the 


zenith of his golfing career today when he captured the 
Britisli open golf championship, to keep company with the 
British amateur title, which he won recently at St. Andrews. 


Jones' 291 strokes for 72 holes of play was sufficient to 


carry off the title. 


Two TiUes One Year. 


Jones thus qualified as the only 


American ever to win the British 
amateur and the British open titles 
in the same year. This T/HS his third 
time to Win the British open cham- 
pionship, be having been British 
open champion in 1926 and 1927.

support appeared. 
Tnere-was a growing feeling in broker- 


age circles that prices would be unlikely to 
go much lower, at least would not, on the 
whole, break through the levels 01 No- 
vember 13, but commission house advices 
still remained cautious, and there was no 
inclination to predict a rising 
market.

Listing vs. Surface Planting."" 


"Listing and surface planting of 


corn are about equal as prepara- 
tion methods for the crop. Some 
farmers prefer to surface plant be- 
cause of the lay of their land. 
Yields and labor costs are both 
higher but net profits remain about 
the same. 


"Treatment of seed with com- 
mercial chemical compounds have 
produced no noticeable results in 
all the tests conducted in Nebras- 
ka," 
Stewart 
said. 
"Practically 
without exception, farmers who 
have placed high in the ten acre 
corn yield contests say it is not 
necessary to treat good Nebraska 
grown seed corn. 


Possibilities of using hybrid seed 
corn on practical farms by average 
farmers was discussed by Dr. T. A. 
Kiesselbach, in charge of field 
crops research work at the experi- 
ment station. He combined field 
tests conducted by farmers under 
the direction of the extension serv- 
ice with research data obtained by 
the college experiment station. 
Double crossed corn worked out 


by first inbreeding to get four pure 
strains of corn and then crossing 
the four was explained by Dr. 
Kiesselbach as the most practical 
method of growing hybrid corn. 
"All the inbreeding and crossing 
will probably be done by com- 
mercial seed corn growers or ex- 
periment- stations for many years 
to come. 


•Hybrid strains have outyielded 
good ordinary corn from 10 to 20 
per cent under normal conditions 
in the eastern half of Nebraska," 
he said. "For three years, a few 
farmers have co-operated with the 
extension service of the college in 
growing farm experiments which 
have compared with results at the 
University farm." 


agee^ Discusses Machinery TJse. 
C. X. Thompson of West Point 


and Wayland Magee of Bennington 
were both present to discuss their 
methods of growing corn with mod- 
ern 
machinery. 
Mr. Thompson 


spoke first and added considerable 
humor to his remarks by telling 
stories of his own experiences as 
the first farmer in his neighbor- 
hood to try out new kinds of ma- 
chinery in the last 30 years. 


"At the present time" he disks his 
land first, drills or checks the corn 
with a three row machine, uses a 
rotary hoe at first and then a 
three-row cultivator. He picks the 
corn with a mechanical picker and 
says the entire operation 
from 
spring to fall is much easier and 
cheaper for him to handle than to 
have so- many hired men around 
he would have to run a hotel for 
them. 


Mr. Magee has 500 acres of corn 
in this year on his farm near Om- 
aha, and" is handling it with two 
general purpose tractors and twelve 
head of horses. Power fanning is 
more satisfactory 
and a little 
cheaper for him now than horse 
farming, he figures. Most of the 
present improvement is being made 
in power farming equipment rather 
than in horse drawn equipment, 
he brought out. Magee pulls his 
rotary hoe fast and weighs it down 
heavily if the weeds get ahead of 
him. He has tried a four row out- 
fit, but it does not work on his 
hills. 


"Keeping the moisture 
in 
the 


ground by cultivating out the weeds 
and breaking up the clods is the 
big object of the Magee farm." he 
says. "He also thinks it is worth 
while to pick seed com in the fall 
and dry it out thoroughly in a room 
heated by a stove. He grades nis 
seed carefully and uses big hole 
plates in his planter because he 
puns the machine much faster than 
horses would pull it, 


To Stnc!y Hessian Fly.

STOCKS TAKE 


NEW TUMBLE 


Drop $2 to $14 a Share, 


Cancelling Much of 
Thursday's Gains. 


Renewed Bear Selling 


Attracted by Preced- 
ing Day's Upswing. 


NEW YORK, June 20—W)—Share 


prices fell back $2 to $14 a share 
on the New York stock exchange 
today, cancelling much of yester- 
day's gains. Renewed bear selling 
was attracted by the violent up- 
swing yesterday, and another sharp 
break in the Chicago wheat market 
was distinctly unsettling. 
The cut in the New York redis- 


count rate to 2% per cent, the 
lowest in history, and the drop of 
$211,000,000 in brokers loans caused 
a vigorous upturn in share prices 
as the market opened, but. selling 
appeared in large volume during 
the late morning and early after- 
noon. During the afternoon the list 
rallied moderately at tunes, but 
closing prices were close to the 
day's lowest. 
Trading was in comparatively 


moderate volume, total sales ag- 
gregating 3,800,000 shares, or about 
yesterday's total. 


Rally Fails to Hold. 


NEW YORK, June 20—(fl>)—Share 


prices again dropped heavily on the 
New York stock exchange today, as 
the market 
appeared 
exhausted 


from its sharp rally yesterday, and 
bears found the list vulnerable to 
short selling. By early afternoon 
the more active issues showed losses 
of $2 to more than $10 a share. 
The reduction of the federal re- 


serve rediscount rate from 3 to 2% 
per cent, the lowest in the history 
of the reserve system, together with 
announcement of a reduction in 
brokers' loans of $211,000,000, caused 
a brief upsurge of prices during the 
early .trading, which carried stocks 
up $1 to $7, but these advances 
were quickly lost. 
With money already in abund- 
ant supply at the lowest rates in 
several years, and the banks well 
out of debt at the federal reserve, 
brokers were not inclined to look 
for an immediate benefit to stocks 
from the lower bank rate. 
The bond market, however, was 


immediately 
stimulated 
by 
the 


lower rate, gilt edged issues at- 
tracting active buying. 


Renewed downturns in commod- 
ity prices had an unsettling influ- 
ence on stocks. Both the cotton 
and wheat markets 
opened firm, 
but prices soon weakened. Silver 
prices again sagged. 
Furthermore 
bears were inclined to regard the 
rally in stock prices as of purely a 
technical nature, and only waited 
for the top before renewing then- 
operations.

An item in the second deficiency 
bill carrying $250,000 for the law 
enforcement commission for the 
fiscal year 1931 was ruled out on a 
point of order in the house today 
on 
motion 
of 
Representative 
LaGuardia, republican. New York. 
The New Yorker contended there 
was no authorization for the pro- 
posed expenditure and under the 
rules of the house the item could 
not be included in the bill. 


Representative 
Chindblom, 
re- 
publican. Illinois, who was presid- 
ing, agreed and ruled the item out 
after recalling that the authoriza- 
tion for the commission's investiga- 
tion of law enforcement conditions 
was only- lor the fiscal years 1929 
and 1930. 


Chairman Wood of the appropri- 
ations •committee, arguing against 
the point of order, praised the work 
of the commission thus far. He 
noted several of its recommenda- 
tions had been enacted into law, 
and said since its work was only 
only about half complete, it should 
be given the funds necessary to 
carry on. 


The action today, even if the ap- 
propriation is not restored, is not 
expected to result in immediate 
cessation of the commission's work.

$170,000 of a previous appropriation 
of $250,000 had .been expended.
